CONSIDERABLE EXPERIENCE IN COMPUTERS, MANAGEMENT INFORMA- 
TION SYSTEMS AND SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL INFORMATION, HE 
IS, IN OUR IUDGMENT CONSIDERABLY RPT CONSIDERABLY BETTER 
QUALIFIED THAN THE OTHER CANDIDATE. PRYOR (WHO IS AGE 51) 

IS CURRENTLY ACTING ASSISTANT TO THE ASSOCIATE ADMINISTRA- 
TOR FOR MANAGEMENT OPERATIONS. UNTIL RECENT NASA 
REORGANIZATION HE WAS DEPUTY ASSISTANT ADMINISTRATOR FOR 
INDUSTRY AFFAIRS AND TECHNOLOGY UTILIZATION AND HAD LINE 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR NASA'S SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL
